Holywell Hill derives its name from a holy well which 
stood in a field in the neighbourhood. In ancient times 
miraculous powers were attributed to the waters of this 
well, and people of all ranks used to come to partake of its 
waters and be healed of their diseases. In the old coaching 
days this hill was practically lined with inns, only two of 
which, however, are now in existence. 
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
